For generations Russia has dream- 


ed of driving a path down the Bal- 
kan peninsula to Constantinople, 
to secure control of the Dardanelles 
and thus dominate this whole area 
of the eastern Mediterranean.

They would be formidable antag- 


onists for the German "mosquito 
fleet" or torpedo boats, for they are 
small—slightly shorter 
than de- 


stroyers—and fast, and designed to 
stand up under a beating from the 
heavy swell of the north Atlantic. 


This fleet of "corvetts," as they 


are called, embodies Canada's de- 
termination not to let the burden 
of

first line of defense fall 


either on the United States protec- 
tion guaranteed by the Monroe doc- 
trine or on the British fleet. 


In fact, the dominion navy al- 


ready has reversed the usual pro- 
cedure and has sent warships to 
English waters to defend the moth- 
erland—the first time in history 
that this has been done.

$75,000 a year was enough for any man. 
"I won't take a salary bigger than that 
of the President," he declared.

Trojan Nor** and Fifth Column 


The disposition to treat the Fifth Col- 


umn and the Trojan Horse as things iden- 
tical must not be encouraged for they 
were distinct and separate propositions 
back there when the mists of antiquity 
were just beginning to lift themselves. 
So at least Virgil plainly implies. 


Even the Trojan Horse couldn't have 


gotten past the gates of Troy, burdened 
as it was with the Trojan's enemies, had 
there not been Fifth Columnists to advise 
the Trojans to their own destruction. 


It took a ten-year's war for the Greeks 


to figure out the Trojan Horse and get 
the Fifth Column in Troy to work. Virgil 
indicates that the siege of Troy had lasted 
that long when it occurred to the Greeks 
that they might do by trickery what 
couldn't be accomplished by frontal at- 
tack. Then it was that the wily Ulysses 
executed the design of a wooden horse 
built "like a mountain" and made from 
planks of pine, maple and fir. 
But in 


those days the battle was not only to the 
young. 
The foremost heroes, 
Ulysses, 


Diomed and Menelaus climbed into the 
hollow horse while the rest of the Greeks 
set sail in apparent admission of defeat. 


And now here is where the Fifth 


Column 
comes 
in. 
All 
Troy, 
stale 


and weary at the long siege, gathered 
round the giant steed whereupon a fellow 
called Thymoctes suggested that it would 
be a smart idea to bring the horse through 
the gates and into the fair city. 
But 


Capys said it would be better to tip the 
creation into the sea or set it on fire 
or at least hew it open and see whether 
there was anything inside. He was sec- 
onded by Laocoon who directly charged 
that there were Greeks inside the horse 
or else some poisonous trick prepared for 
the destruction of the Trojans. 


But the cautious advice of honest skep- 


ticism was drowned in the excitement 
arising when a prisoner called Sinon came 
forth and confessed a tale that seemed 
sound to the Trojans. He said that Ulysses 
had named him as a human sacrifice 
demanded by the gods before they would 
permit the Greeks a safe voyage home and 
that the massive horse had been erected 
as atonement and that its 
destruction 


would bring the wrath of Heaven upon 
the Trojans whereas if it were taken into 
the city and trea+ed with becoming honor 
the gods would be pleased. 


There was some argument here but 


since Sinon was a very plausible talker 
and accompanied his tale with a bitter at- 
tack upon the Greeks and deep praise 
for Trojan valor the simple people elected 
that the chivalrous thing to do was to 
follow his advice. So they took the Tiorse 
into the city, even cutting down a sec- 
tion of the walls for that purpose. And 
they knocked the tops off of a good many 
iugs of wine that night in testimonial 
of their own cleverness and the stupidity 
of the Greeks. But even as'they slept the 
Fifth Column was opening the trap dcor 
in the horse. The Greeks were tumbling 
out and the Greek army that had sailed 
away was relanding. 
It had quite an 


easy time walking into the'town after 
Ulysses and the other boys had opened 
up the gates. 


So it is good to recall that even a 


Trojan horse is useless without its Fifth 
Column, and to be guided accordingly. 


Democracy Vs. Despotism 


The totalitarians are in their element. 


It is their turn to laugh all right. And 
they are doing it hoarsely and heavily. 


They say that democracies are effem- 


inate creations, soft and flabby, in head as 
well as muscle. 


But even while we must concede dem- 


ocracy's shortcomings in order to cor- 
rect them we must recognize that to date 
totalitarians 
have 
only 
shown pro- 


nounced success in 
that abnormal and 


unnatural condition called war. 


America wouldn't listen' to General 


Mitchell frantically pointing to the men- 
ace of the airplane. It wouldn't listen 
to General Parsons demanding mechan- 
ized units. 
And now it develops that 


General do Gaulle, then a colonel in the 
French army, now leading the French 
government created in Britain, went so 
far ?s to pass over the heads of his su- 
perior officers and actually appeared be- 
fore the Chamber of Deputies in 1935 ask- 
ing for funds to create 10 heavily mech- 
anized army divisions. He was supported 
by Rcynaud, recently premier, but the 
parliament said No. It didn't see any 
war in the air. 
And besides there were 


the eternal political fences to fix. 
Yet 


those very divisions might have stopped 
German victory, 


A totalitarian government would have 


shown immediate interest in the sugges- 
tions of trained and well informed sol- 
diers. But a lawmaking body in a democ- 
racy has too many petty and pitiful irons 
in the fire. It wouldn't even occur'to the 
lawmakers, perhaps, that such men as 
Mitchell. Parsons and dc Gaulle were su- 
perbly equipped mentally and by educa- 
tion anri long training to master difficult 
problems and should 
not 
have 
been 


brushed aside to make way for some ward 
worker looking for a "pull" position for 
a cousin. 


The totalitarians claim that they know 


"the valuable from the worthless," and 
they apply this rule in human values as 
well as any other. 


Probably the only way that democracy 


will ever come abreast them in this re- 
gard is by finding some practical way to 
eliminate the great number of perfectly 
trivial things with which it consumes its 
time.

Washington—How vigorously nazi Germany 


is trying to undermine the United States in 
Latin America is illustrated by a secret arms 
offer Hitler has just made to sell $60,000,000 
worth of the latest military weapons to Brazil. 


This would include tanks, artillery, flame- 


throwers, bombing planes and other modern 
devices with which Germany prostrated France 
—all transported to a hemisphere where Pan- 
American nations have been relatively at peace 
for half a century. 


Furthermore, Germany guarantees to deliver 


the goods almost immediately—via Italian ships. 
This indicates how sure Hitler is of conquering 
England. He can sell his* arms almost before the 
British attack starts. 


It now looks very much as if Brazil would 


accept the offer. 


State department officials, together with Gen- 


eral George Marshall, dynamic U. S. chief of 
staff, are pulling every possible wire to prevent 
the purchase, but they are having a hard time. 
They are offering to sell American military 
equipment instead. However, the Brazilians 
point out that because of cheap Nazi wages it 
would take $200,000,000 to buy the same ma- 
terial here where costs are much higher. Fur- 
Ihermore, Hitler is willing to accept coffee and 
other Brazilian surplus products in a barter 
deal. No real cash is involved. 


Finally, the Brazilians say they bought some 


artillery from the United States recently, but it 
was World War stuff, and they had to spend 
§8,000 for repairs on each gun. The German mu- 
nitions, on the other hand, are virtually new. 


General Marshall made a special flight to 


Brazil last year to get acquainted with the Bra- 
zilian army, and later piloted General Goes 
Monteiro, Brazilian chief of slaff, all over the 
United States. However, all this goodwilling 
doesn't seem to count today. At least 40 per 
cent of the Brazilian army is reported to bt«i 
pro-nazi. 


Note—Meanwhile the state department moves 


with tragic slowness to counteract nazi ac- 
tivity in South America. Three years ago it set 
up a Cultural Relations bureau to cultivate 
Latin America, but its activity lo dale is minus 
zero. 
DR. TOWNSEND'S DISGUST 


It got lost in the news shuffle, but Doc Town- 


send, the pied piper of old age pensions, walked 
out on the Republican convention before it was 
two days old. 


"This is nothing but a wild jubilee," Town- 


send told friends as he packed up to leave Phila- 
delphia, "just a lot of noisy politicians talking 
about a war 3,000 miles away with no serious 
thought of shaping an economic prograrrt for 
the next four years. 


"It certainly is an extraordinary spectacle for 


a national convention. I hope the Democrats 
have more to offer us." 


The only candidate that interested the 73- 


year-old pension leader was Wendell Willkie, 
but he couldn't get near'him. 


"Every time I tried to see Willkie he was sur- 


rounded by a mob of shouting supporters," 
groaned Townsend. "I finally gave up and de- 
cided to wash my hands of the whole business." 
FORD AIRPLANE MOTORS 


The dispute with Henry Ford over producing 


6,000 Rolls-Royce airplane engines for Great 
Britain had more behind it than met the eye. 


Among other things it illustrated one of the 


major national defense problems of the coun- 
try—plant capacity. In order lo arm in a hurry, 
huge faclory space ir necessary, and Ford has 
it, in f^ct has boasted that he could produce 
1,000 airplane engines daily. 


To take advantage of this, National Defense 


Mogul Knudsen, head of General Motors and a 
rival of Ford, gave him an order for 9,000 Rolls- 
Royce motors. Actually, Knudsen could have 
handled the order in his own General Motors 
plant, but he leaned over backward against 
favoritism. His own Allison airplane motor com- 
petes with the Rolls-Royce. 


Therefore, Edsel Ford came to Washington 


and accepted the order, subject to the approval 
of his father. Later he telephoned his father in 
Detroit and reported to Knudsen that the 9,000 
engines would be manufactured—3,000 for the 
United Stales, 6,000 for England at a cost of 
$14,500 per engine. 


Knudsen immediately reported this to the 


war department where it was considered one 
of the most imporlant steps so far taken toward 
fulfilling the goal of 50,000 airplanes. For the 
Uniled States, by taking advantage of the bulk 
British order, was gelling a cheaper price. 
NO MOTOR MONEY 


However, Assislant War Secretary Louis John- 


son immediately raised the red flag of no money. 
Congress had not appropriated enough funds 
for these new airplane engines, he said. How- 
ever, Johnson immediately teleph6ned to Jim- 
my Byrnes, able administration manipulator in 
the senate and a member of the appropriations 
committee. 


"Senator," said Johnson, "we've got a bargain 


order for 3,000 airplane engines placed with 
Ford if we can get $43,500,000. Can you put that 
amount through your committee?" 


"The committee's in session richt now." 


Byrnes replied. "Have you got the OK of tr-c 
budget bureau?" 


So Senator Byrnes held the appropriations 


committee in session for thirty minutes more 
while Johnson telephoned the budget bureau 
and the White House to get their approval. A 
few minutes thcrcafler, the senate committee 
OKd the $43,500,000. 


All this was done in one afternoon, just after 


Edscl Ford reported that he had received his 
father's telephonic OK. 


Everyone at the war department was con- 


gratulating Knudsen when suddenly Henry 
Ford issued his statement refusing to manufac- 
ture molors for England or any belligerent. Dis- 
appointed, Knudsen immediately went to De- 
troit, argued with him at length, but the elder 
Ford was adamant. 


So now the order is going lo Packaid 
Nolc—Ford maintains plants in Canada and 


England which coopenle wilh the British on 
war supplies. 
CAPITAL CHAFF 


Actually, the new France will not be as big as

The question is, 
of course, can Germany deal a blitz- 
krieg to the British Isles similar to 
those with which she has swept 
aside a half a dozen smaller nations 
and crushed France as though that 
supposedly great military power 
were no more than a papier macho 
Graustark? And if the Nazis can, 
will England carry on? 


Winston Churchill has said that 


England 
will. There are 
other 


straws in the wind. Queen Wilhel- 
mina of Holland and her family 
have been sent to Canada. More 
than 20.000 children, refugees from 
the danger zone of the British Isles 
arc being sent to Canada. 


In the State Department here it 


already is considered a certainty 
that IF the capital of the British 
empire is established in the New 
World, it vill be at Toronto (Otta- 
wa is the capital of the Dominion, 
in case you have forgotten). Toron- 
to is a hedge-hop from Buffalo, N. 
Y.—an easy sail to the northern 
shore of Lake Ontario. 


It's Tough Going 


Now. off the record, here are a 


few of the things that your State 
Dcnartment is discovering. 


Canada 
cannot support a very 


large population. Its present 11.000,- 
000 or so is strung out in a narrow 
band along the northern border of 
the United States, curving slightly 
upward at the ends. Since 1900, it 
has had 
immigrants 
numbering 


something like 6,500,000—but so 
many of these and of those already 
there have found the going hard, 
that 5.000.000 Canadians have sought 
a "fuller life" in the United States, 
during the same period. 


Canadian industry exists only be- 


cause of a high tariff wall'. (This 
isn't true of all industries, but it 
applies {o most of those which are 
competitive with industries in oth- 
er nations.) 


Canada is heavily dependent on 


American capital. There is, it is re- 
ported, some four billion dollars of 
American money invested in Cana- 
da, almost twice as much as is in- 
vested by the capitalists and invest- 
ors of Great Britain. 


Canadian fortunes and the very 


livelihood of the populace depend 
upon world trade . . . particularly 
trade with United States and the 
British Isles which take about 80 
per cent of Canada's exports. (If 
trade with the Jailer were suspend- 
ed because there no longer were 
any 
Brilish Isles. Canada would 


lose almost half its export market.) 


The Canadian public debt already 


is in the vicinity of $700 per capita 
(compared with approximately $450 
per capita in this counlry, even 
when you lake slate and municipal 
debts into consideration.) 


Canada's average annual wheat 


surplus is 260.000.000 bushels. What 
could be done with it? 


It's Anybody's Guess 


These aren't half the problems 


regarding Canada that the State De- 
partment, behind the scenes, is con- 
sidering, but they serve to make the 
point that it's no matter of simple 
grade-school arithmetic. 


If King George VI takes up resi- 


dence on the uptown beach of Lake 
Ontario, it will be the first time 
(with a few trivial exceptions) that 
any monarch has ruled from the 
western hemisphere, but that isn't 
what's bothering the State Depart- 
ment. 


What's worrying them now, so 


that it might not worry you in the 
face of "any contingency," is what 
can the United States do if it should 
come to pass. 


Your guess and mine is as good 


as theirs at the moment.

Engineers began putting the wa- 


ter back under ground. Today 30 
disposal systems are pumping 150,- 
000 barrels of brine daily into the 
earth. In terms of dry salt, that's 
six million pounds a day. 


The oil companies paid the en- 


tire $1,500,000 cost of the systems, 
aided in technical phases of the 
installations by the Pollution Dc-| 
partment of the State Division of! 
Water Resources. 
' 


The disposal systems are relative-1 


ly simple. A separator at or near 
the well cuts the brine away from 
the petroleum. Gravity lines carry 
the brine to a treating plant at the 
downhill end of the fields. There 
chemicals are added to coagulate 
the solids and the brine is run 
through a series of filters to take) 
out impurities which might clog 
the permeable sands 300 to 7.000 feet 
below the surface, into which it is 
pumped.

The communist line is that Ameri- 


can big business is fascist. That is 
the idea apparently that Farley and 
Bankhead were trying to plant. It 
looks as if an attempt is to be made 
to raise a fascist scare in this coun- 
try. 


That kind of attack is on the 


same level—which is very low in- 
deed—with that of Republican re- 
actionaries like Ernest Weir who 
shout that the New Deal is out of 
the same box as communism, naz- 
ism, and fascism. Both are mislead- 
ing attempts to stir false prejudice. 
New Dealers Would 
Be Weak in That Quarter 


If Roosevelt runs for a third term, 


the Democrats will have to have 
a good deal of brass to talk about 
Willkie's candidacy being "some- 
what foreign to our usual American 
way of life." There isn't anything 
more unusual to the American way 
of life than an attempt to seize a 
third term. 


Willkie has not indicated how he 


will meet this attack. However, in 
his brief remarks to the Philadel- 
phia convention he said he would 
conduct a crusading campaign "to 
bring unity to America, to bring the 
unity of labor and capital, agricul- 
ture and manufacturer, farmer and 
worker, and all classes to this great 
cause of the preservation of free- 
dom." 


Apparently Willkie's line .will be 


to preach national unity in a time 
of crisis, while the Democrats will 
try to rekindle the fires of popular 
hate against business with the tricks 
that worked so successfully in the 
two previous Roosevelt campaigns. 
Whether there is still a third vic- 
tory in them, or whether the coun- 
try is moving into a new mood fav- 
oring less strife and more team- 
work, remains to be seen.

HOW TO PITCH 


IUCKY WALTERS

The 
modern baseball 
pitcher 


needs, more than a fast ball, a glove 
and a prayer. He's laced with the 
tact that every pitched ball in the 
big time today is a duel between 
a batter who knows a bad ball when 
he sees it and a pitcher who knows 
that the batter knows. 


Which means that the 
pitcher 


must have "stuff—and lots of it 
But the fast ball is still the No. 1 
requisite. After a pitcher has it 
working he must develop a curve, 
then a change of pace. 
Special 


pitching tricks like the screwball 
or sinker ball come later—after 
long, long practice. 


The three chief types of deliv- 


ery are overhand, side-arm and 
underhand. Overhand is most gen- 
erally used and some good pitch- 
ers employ all three. Although ev- 
ery pitcher uses a slightly different 
grip and a slightly different deliv- 
ery, there are general pitching 
fundamentals. 


Some Standard Details 


The ball is usually gripped be- 


tween the first and second fingers 
and the thumb. The 
usually ' thrown with 


fast ball is 
a snap of 


the wrist The curve ball, thrown 
with an outward rotation of the 
hand and arm, spins out of the 
tiand between 
the thumb and 


forefinger. Both deliveries should 
look alike as much as possible. 


Wise batters will spot any devia- 
tion. 


A screwball, or reverse curve, 


is gripped in much the same man- 
ner but is released with an in- 
ward rotation of the hand and 
arm, with the wrist snapped a 
quarter turn inward. The ball 
usually breaks down and inward. 


For the knuckle ball, used as a 


floater for change of pace, some 
pitchers put the joints of the in- 
dex and second linger on the ball. 
Others use the ends of the same 
fingers. The ball floats up to the 
plate, breaking sharply a few leet 


in front Many pitchers spedallz» 
n this throw and use It very ef- 
fectively. 


Next to throwing effectively, * 


pitcher's best asset is a retentive 
memory. By being able to remem- 
ber a batter's hitting habits and 
weaknesses the pitcher 
himself 


can change many potential base- 
dits to weak grounders or pop 
flies by "puttin" 'em where the 
sticker doesn't like 'em.

The Weak Spot* 


Most vulnerable points of any 


batter are the four corners of th« 
strike area, low outside, high out- 
side, low inside, and high inside; 
An unknown batter's stance may 
tip off a wise pitcher about the 
hitter's weakness. 


There's a lot of psychology in 


pitching, too. Some batters can 
be worried by slow, deliberate 
preparation by the hurler. Quick 
deliveries jfool some. And the help 
of a "signal thief' is invaluable, 
If one of your teammates is wise 
to the opposing team's signals he 
can advise the pitcher when to 
throw a pitch-out to catch an nv 
tended steal

dinal rule: Never get off balancA

Dempsey, weighing 205 pounds, 


d|d "carry power in- his 45-year-old 
fists but his blows were landing on 
a practically defenseless hulk and 
they finished their bloody work be- 
fore his equally old legs were call- 
ed on to prove their staying power. 


Fresh from a triumphal struggle 


through a yelling crowd of punch- 
hungry fans—he was hit harder by 
the back stoppers than he was by 
Luttrell — Dempsey 
sat 
puffing 


slightly on his rubbing table and 
said "I need more work" when ask- 
ed if this bizarre return to the ring 
heralded a serious campaign. 


The turnout of about 10,000 paid 


and the gross of $15,000 was a bit 
below advance estimates of pro- 
moters. .

When Hitler was named as Ger- 


many's chancellor, it gave him an 
opening to become dictator. 
He 


wanted to copy Mussolini, and he 
intended to obtain more power than 
any German-chancellor ever had 
held before. 


The world has heard a great deal 


about others in the Nazi circle. 
They include Goebbels, Goenng, 
Hess and Roehm. 


Those men were plotters, and 


they made ready to help Hitler 
seize complete power in Germany. 
The burning of the Reichstag took 
place at a time when it could help 


Mussolini and Hitler at Berlin when

to bring this about It is widely' 
believed that the Nazis set the 
building on lire so they could blame 
it on the Communists. In any case, 
they used the 'fire as an excuse to 
stamp out the Communist party in 
Germany, and then took over full 
charge of the country. 


In March, 1934, Hitler went to 


Italy to visit Mussolini. He acted 
very "modestly" while there, and 
made out that he thought Musso- 
lini to be a great hero. Back in his 
mind, perhaps, was the belief that 
some day he would have far more 
power than the Italian "Duce." 


Soon after that visit, a Brown- 


shirt plot against Hitler is believed 
to have ceen under way. At any 
rate a "blood purge" was carried 
out. Hitler personally helped hunt 
down and kill some of his comrades, 
including Captain Roehm. 


Germany was bound by treaty to 


hold down the size of her army, 
and not to build forts in the Rhine- 
land. within range of the French 
border.

Hitler sent an 
army 
into the 


Rhineland. As a Nazi told me later 
this was "nothing but a bluff." If 
France had struck a blow at that 
time, the Nazi army would have 
run back where it had come from. 


That was only the first of many 


bluffs by Hitler. Time after time, 
he broke agreements in the Ver- 
sailles treaty. The first time or 
two. he said he was going to stand 
by the rest of the treaty, but there 
came a day when he felt strong 
enough to declare he would destroy 
almost every part of the treaty. 


"We want all Germans in Ger- 


many!" shouted Hitler. 
"Austria 


should be part of the Third Reich!''
